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The Secret of Power.

It is evident to a close observer of the prog- 
ress of the movement of the higher thought, 
that a large number of persons are attracted 
to the subject merely because of the promises 
of gain of health or possessions that are an- 
nounced by many of the leading teachers, writ- 
ters, and practitioners under the various titles 
of Christian, Mental, Divine Science, ete. The 
advantages of taking up the new study are 
pointed ont in the direction of health, to those 
who are under bondage to beliefs in sickness; 
happiness to those who are depressed and 
cast down; and plenty, to those who are strug- 
gling in the daily round of supplying needs. 
The idea has gone abroad for all to come to 
the fountain of 'Truth and gather the treasures 
that are there to be found and obtained with 
out money and without cost. 

Asa result of this proclamation so generally 
made, many suffering persons have sought the 
healers, expecting deliverance from some dis- 
ease; sorrowing souls have presented them- 
selves to teachers to be made happy, and oth- 
ers struggling in poverty have read the litera- 
ture of the thought, expecting to find some way 
to fortune. While in some instances health 
was secured, happiness obtained, and financial 
rlief afforded, and while there can be no great 
question that an understanding of Truth will en- 
able every one to live in health, harmony and suffi- 
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ciency; the purpose of this article is to point 
out the only basis upon which such glorious 
ends can be attained and permanently enjoyed. 
From the fact that as a rule, so few souls, com- 
pared to the large number who have studied 
the lessons, read the literature, or who have 
come in contact with the healers have really 
obtained self mastery or control over condi- 
tions, it would seem that something vital about 
the Law of Spirit and Life was not understood, 
and may this not be because one very import- 
ant factor in the whole subject has not been 
made sufficiently clear, or emphatically enough 
presented. 

The seeker after Truth must know, that 
Truth cannot be realized when the motive 
in its pursuit is for the loaves and fishes, and 
the student must be taught that the goal can- 
not be reached unless there is a perfect willing- 
ness to give up all for Truth’s sake. In other 
words the sense life must be laid down, before 
the spiritual life can be entered, the necessity 
of this way of doing can be seen very plainly 
as the cause of all tribulation is understood; 
for instance why is there a lack of health on the 
part of any one? Is it not the result of some 
wrong thought either entertained, or reflected 
because of a weak and negative state in the 
development of the soul. Some persons hold 
fast to unkind feelings towards those whom 
they claim have wronged them, others retain 
thoughts of the existence of evil in their neigh- 
bors, or in the race generally and so on. 

It must be made clearly known to all such 
seekers after light that just as long as those 
thoughts and similar ones are retained in their 
mentality, just so long must some inharmony 
exist in the body. No one has a right to health 
who does not fulfil the mental law to produce 
it, and the law is very exacting, and if violated 
is one jot or tittle, some sign of such violation 
will most assuredly follow. 
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It may be helpful in this connection to ex- 
amine the methods of Jesus in dealing with 
the disciples of Truth in his day, and by the 
way would it not seem strange for him to have 
treated patients, or to have carried them for 
weeks and months in the process of cure 
through mental suggestion, then too, there is 
no record of any soul who was once delivered 
ever returning to be made well again, but on 
the contrary Jesus in the consciousness of his 
own power and in the clear understanding of 
the potential perfect divine nature of every one 
who sought him; awakened in the seeker as 
the result of the faith in his power, spiritual 
understanding, and immediately the sick were 
made well, the blind saw, the lame walked, 
and the dead were raised, but the injunction he 
laid upon all whom he delivered was “go and 
sin no more lest a worse thing come upon you” 
that is, no longer entertain the limited or im- 
perfect thought, for all imperfect thinking is 
what is meant by sin, no longer live under the 
control of your sense nature; no longer let the 
carnal thought abide in your mentality. In 
other words, all who came to Jesus were clear- 
ly told that they must forsake the ideals of the 
limited, mortal consciousness, they must no 
longer sow to the flesh, but they must ever 
after live in unlimited spiritual thought, and 
thus sow to the spirit. The way of Spirit and 
Life is straight and narrow and few there be 
that enter into it, because few there are, that 
are ready and willing to give up all external 
things and forsake all outward methods, to 
gain all, that is to realize that the invisible 
things are the only real entities, and that the 
spiritual or interior methods only, are lasting- 
ly effective. 

There can be no question but that all will 
eventually gain understanding, still many, yea, 
every one, might enter at once into the king- 
dom of health, happiness, and sufficiency, if 
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they would only let go the bondage to sense 
beliefs. There is no peace, however, on any 
other basis. Some souls are holding to some 
imperfect thought, and expect health, it cannot 
be, for imperfect thinking is contrary to the 
law of Spirit. 

Then again, others are bowing down and 
worshipping some external idol, such as money, 
affection for some personality, or clinging to 
family ties. All such outward attachments 
are not in accord with the state of conscious- 
ness that a Truth seeker must maintain. In 
these days of bondage to money, wherein so 
many are pulling down their old buildings and 
erecting larger ones; and at a time when there 
is such a sense of dependence upon possessions 
for happiness, the word of the Master in the 
teaching of the parable “thou fool this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee” should be 
heeded, not in the sense of the limited inter- 
pretation of the eternally lost soul, but as evi- 
dence that we must trust in the everlasting and 
always accessible invisible riches, and be will- 
ing to give up externals, for as long as the soul 
depends upon outward things, just so long is 
the foundation one of sand. 

The idols of personality and famfly ties too 
must be cast out.” Can it be imagined that Jesus 
loved one soul more than another, or—as some 
way answer he did, because of the gospels rec- 
ord of the Master’s love for John, which was 
simply the writer’s conception of it. Can it be 
conceived, that God or the highest conscious- 
ness can love one more than another, for must 
not this ideal be one which is no respector of 
persons, besides how can love be variable, how 
can it possess any quality of distinction in its 
exercise? Therefore, unless the seeker after 
Truth feels the same towards all, the sense 
mentality still prevails. Then as to family 
ties, how, many are bound by them. Jesus 
said “whosoever doeth the will of my Father 
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in heaven (the God within) the same is my 
mother, brother, sister,” there can be no lim- 
ited family ties in the highest consciousness, 
family relations belong only to the mundane 
plane of life, for in Truth we are all one great 
family of the Father Mother God. Jesus said: 
“Call no man your father upon the earth, for 
one is your Father which is in heaven,” and in 
another place in speaking to the disciples, “all 
ye are brethren.” It is not meant, however, 
that love should be or can be lessened for those 
in the home circle, but that the selfish affection 
of carnality, should be superceded by the uni- 
versal divine love of the Godself, and the law 
of spirit thus fulfilled. 

Much has been said and written about 
“greater works than these shall ye do,” but it 
must ever be remembered that Jesus did not 
do the works, until he had met the carnal sense 
nature’s promptings, and in obedience to the 
law of Spirit, and in the knowledge of his true 
immortal selfhood, he had willingly rejected 
the demands of the carnal mentality; he had 
cheerfully laid down his sense life, and freely 
and joyfully passed beyond the Adam state of 
development, into the Christ mind, and then 
and then only did he do the works of God, that 
is manifest the power of his own true Godself, 
and his teachings were always my “kingdom is 
not of this world.” 

While all of this is more or less clear to those 
whose soul development has been along the 
lines of religious teaching, and to those who 
accept the sayings and doings of Jesus of Naz- 
areth—the same conclusion must be reached 
in order to lay hold of the secret of power on 
the part of those seeking Truth who may re- 
ject religious teaching, if they will only see 
that limited thinking, that is, thinking which 
has merely to do with external temporal con- 
ditions or the maintaining of ideas that apply 
only to personal sense states, such as securing 
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a well body, obtaining happiness through per- 
sons or things, or the acquirement of riches 
and possessions, must be superceded by un- 
limited thinking, for as thought is the creative 
energy, so long as thought is in any way bound 
to temporal things, such ephemeral crea- 
tions must appear; but when in the evolution 
of thought, universal ideas, that is, ideas that 
have to do with everlasting principles, eternal 
realities, spiritual or perfect states, and ideas 
of true being that will manifest a Godself, who 
is always happy in itself and does not depend 
upon other persons or things for happiness and 
ideas of external riches, not of dollars and 
cents, when all such universal ideas only are 
held in consciousness, then and then only, will 
there be manifested the eternally perfect spir- 
itual creation. 

Thought is the only creator. When it is lim- 
ited, temporal, carnal, then mortals subject to 
sickness, sorrow and death appear in a realm of 
imperfectly manifested nature, and of destruc- 
tive forces—the creations of such thinking—in 
which conditions changes must ever take place 
until the soul is evolved through its experi- 
ences in limited thought, and made willing to 
think thoughts that are unlifnited, eternal, per- 
fect, spiritual; then the immortal, incorruptible 
being will be brought forth. This God, a divine 
being can never be sick, have sorrow or die; 
and as a result of the action of this being the 
new heavens and the new earth will be made 
visible. 

It must ever be remembered, as Jesus said: 
“In the world ye shall have tribulation, but 
be of good cheer, I have overcome the world. 
In me ye shall have peace.” The world does 
not mean living on the planet, it means having 
limited, carnal thoughts, as these are overcome 
and the Christ within or the highest conscious- 
ness of unlimited ideas abided in, then heaven 
is found, and health, happiness and sufficiency 
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are secured. But each seeker of the Way of 
Life must live always in the perfect ideals; by 
this mthod is Truth known, and it is only 
through knowing Truth that freedom is experi- 
enced and power obtained.

Send to congress those who will make laws 
after the pattern of the legislator, who abol- 
ished the laws of sin and death. We are now 
to have a “new dispensation,” and we will send 
only tliose kind of legislators who will stand 
upon the platform of Jesus Christ—. e., that 
“only the good as spirit is true;” and who will 
recall every edict or law which recognizes any 
evil or mortal mindedness at all. Yes our con- 
ception of government now takes on the legis- 
lative nature, that is, on the platform of God, 
Hurl out of your mind all of the beliefs founded 
on the law of Adam’s basis, we will to have 
Jesus Christ for our law-giver. 

Come, let us look at these mortal parties, 
claims for office, we mean these convictions of 
beliefs of mortal laws, as what we must suc- 
cumb to, what we must allow to do as they will 
with us, as in the world the flesh and the devil.

And 
now pause a moment, was not his whole teach- 
ing to reveal that all men could do as he did? 
“These signs shall follow them that believe,” 
he said.

Why they have been legislating for the whole 
world—making everybody to think and recog- 
nize the lies that have built up their character, 
and thus their state and nation. It is they 
who have been usurping our rights, our liberty 
and truth. a 3 

Who is this who says you can’t do this and 
you can’t do that? Who is this that turns 
down every hope with a veto? Who says if 
you eat this or drink that or do this you will 
suffer for it? I tell you he is one of these leg- 
islators sent out by Adam; and he is a lie from 
the beginning. Yes Jesus Christ calls him a 
murderer, and is he not such? Surely every 
one of the infant natural hopes of the child is 
soon blighted. Soon these fakirs, these law- 
making consciences of the race have all men 
bowing acquiesence to their decrees. Certain- 
ly it is true, all the spiritual aspiration of men 
are killed out. Certainly it is true that “in 
Adam all die,” but the rest of the couplet is 
true, “in Christ shall all be made alive.” 

Now, what are we to do with these law mak- 
ers and laws? It is simply that we stop vot- 
ing for them. Let your ballot from henceforth 
be cast for the legislators who propose to make 
your world regulated by the laws of the spirit 
of Christ in Jesus. And these legislators are 
thoughts or convictions that come to you, that 
do not judge according to appearances, but by 
righteous judgment. You are the whole body 
poulace—the people—in this ‘case. The 
thoughts you send out are the legislators who 
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make the laws for you, and your judging quali- 
ties and reason are the people who elect these 
law makers. Therefore be careful and dis- 
criminate to not have your people vote for the 
Adam legislator; but always and forever make 
them select the convictions or legislators sent 
of God, i. e., the Christ judgment that all is 
Spirit and very good. Soon you will find your 
nation or state (the foundations on which your 
envirnment rests) in God—even the state or 
kingdom of heaven coming in earth (your set- 
tled beliefs) as in heaven. 

You see the Lord’s prayer is all made up of 
votes for the Lord’s legislators, that they may 
usher in his government—his transcending 
free mercy or law, that of course, perforce, 
abolishes or casts out the law of sin and death 
—Adam’s legislators and laws. 

Call your caucus together; call up your 
judging capacities, and let us send delegates 
to the convention, where the opposing forces 
are to meet and your platform is to be made. 

There will be speeches there by the leading 
orators the leading cries of the passions that 
Adam is right and of those thoughts that speak 
for the cause of the bringing the law of the 
spirit of truth into vogue. 

You are to decide in favor of the latter. 
They should always have the majority in 
the candid souls congress even ninety-nine one 
hundredths.

Don’t you suppose 
Jesus’ cursing the pharisees and the old law 
makers of the Adam conscience was a psalm 
acceptable to God? Don’t you suppose Christ 
rejoices at your rebuking and rejecting the 
false evidence or people, and judging righteous 
judgment (voting for Christ’s legislators who 
make up his laws for your states or introduce 
them into your mind) “is well pleasing unto 
him.” Most certainly, “There is joy in the 
presence of the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth.” “It is the Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom.”

LESSON 10.—December 6, 
Solomon’s Sin.—1! Kings 11: 4-13. 

4. For it came to pass, when Solomon was old, 
that his wives turned away his heart after other gods: 
and his heart was not perfect with the Lord his God, 
as was the heart of David his father. 

5. For Solomon went after Ashtoreth the goddess 
of the Zidonians, and after Milcom the abomination 
of the Ammonites. 

6. And Solomon did evil in the sight of the Lord, 
and went not fully after the Lord, as did David his 
father. 

7. Then did Solomon build a high place for 
Chemosh, the abmonination of Moab, in the hill that 
is before Jerusalem, and for Molech, the abomination 
of the children of Ammon. 

8. And likewise did he for all his strange wives, 
which burnt incense and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9. And the Lord was angry with Solomon, because 
his heart was turned from the Lord God of Israel, 
which had appeared unto him twice, 

10. And had commanded him concerning this 
thing, that he should not go after other gods: but he 
kept not that which the Lord commanded. 

11. Wherefore the Lord said unto Solomon, For- 
as much as this is done of thee ,and thou hast not 
kept my covenant and my statutes, which I have 
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commanded thee, I will surely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy servant. 

12. Notwithstanding, in thy days I will not do it 
for David thy father’s sake: but I will rend it out of 
the hand of thy son. 

13. Howbeit I will not rend away all the kingdom; 
but will give one tribe to thy son for David my 
servant’s sake, and for Jerusalem’s sake which I 
have chosen. 

GOLDEN TEXT.—Let him that thinketh he 
standeth, take heed lest he fall.—1 Cor. 10:12. 

In the allegorical story of David and Solo- 
mon, it is not the history of men that interests 
us, but the dominant states of mind which 
they represent, the consciousness of Love and 
of Wisdom. These two principles are insepa- 
bly united in the Solomon consciousness, 
though only the latter is dominant:—the one 
becomes merged into the other, or the other is 
the matured development of the one. The 
David (Love) quality is an inherent, funda- 
mental counterpart factor of the Wisdom con- 
sciousness. “But King Solomon loved many 
strange women, princesses of the nations con- 
cerning which the Lord said: “Ye shall not go 
in to them, for surely they will turn away your 
heart; Solomon clave unto these in love.”— 
vér, 1-3. 

His 700 wives and 300 concubines,—1,000 in 
all—denote the abundant fullness and diversi- 
fied bestowment of the overflowing loves of 
this consciousness,—the more full and abund- 
ant because of the “largeness of heart” pecu- 
liar to it; for “God gave Solomon wisdom and 
understanding exceeding much, and largeness 
of heart even as the sand on the sea shore.”— 
chap. 4:29. 

There is never a high spiritual attainment 
without a correspondingly great danger con- 
nected with it. In the “largeness” of the en- 
dowment there is a corresponding “largeness 
of heart,’ which. seeks a thousand objects on 
which to bestow itself and its overflowing 
heart love; for Love is a most important factor 
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of this consciousness. The great danger is, 
that we bestow our heart’s best energies and 
affections on the multifarious attractions of 
the world; for this is the signification of the 
1,000 wives; and these wives were “strange 
women”—foreigners—not of Israel (the Spir- 
itual), but of the surrounding nations (worldly 
things). 

4, There is no allusion to time in these les- 
sons on Solomon singularly and very properly, 
because we are dealing with mental qualities, 
and not with personalities. Even the expres- 
sion, “when Solomon was old,” does not refer to 
years of life, but to the state of that conscious- 
ness, exhausting itself through misapplied 
thought. The bestowal of the heart’s energies 
and love on these thousand worldly interests 
will “turn away the heart” from the Spiritual, 
“after other gods” of materiality and sense;— 
“for where your treasure is there will your 
heart be also”—there will you worship. Such 
a divided heart, largely centered on worldy 
idols, cannot be “perfect with the Lord his God, 
as was David” (Divine Love):—it is “a house 
divided against itself.” 

If we do “not go fully after the Lord” as does 
Love in its consciousness we weaken and un- 
dermine our consciousness of Wisdom, so that 
the consciousness becomes “old.” The “eye” 
must be “single,” if we would have the “whole 
body full of light.” Not to have the “single 
eye,” is to have the “evil eye’—“Solomon did 
evil.” 

5, 7,8. We are worshippers of idols and 
false gods, to the degree in which worldly 
things absorb our heart’s best love. 

9-10. To the demonstrator of Truth and 
Wisdom, “the Lord appears twice,” first there is 
a day of choosing, when we choose to seek Di- 
vine Wisdom; then the illumined soul, in the 
light of Wisdom and Truth,‘is enabled to see 
the wonderful rewards of faithful obedience to 
the Spirit, and the direful consequences of dis- 
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obedience. The good realized through faithful 
obedience, the natural man calls, God’s favor ; 
and the painful consequences of disobedience 
he calls God’s anger. They are both natuarl re- 
sults of our own thoughts and acts, which 
yield their harvest according to our own sow- 
ing, obeying the same law of the Good. 

11. If we have been “disobedient to the heav- 
enly vision,” and have burned incense on a 
thousand altars to false gods, we must fall 
from our high place in conscious dominion— 
lose our kingdom. 

12-13. Through fidelity the David conscious- 
ness advanced or ripened into the higher con- 
sciousness of Wisdom. But unfaithfulness to 
principle brings retrogression and loss of do- 
minion. Yet your dominion remains during 
the life of the consciousness (“in thy day I will 
not do it’): for in it is the saving and salvable 
element of Love (“for David’s sake’). Still the 
dominion of this consciousness, undermined by 
the love of materiality—idolatry, must disin- 
tegrate and disappear with the consciousness. 
Only a tithe remains (“one tribe’), representing 
the small portion of thought remaining loyal to 
the spiritual (“for David and Jerusalem’s sake’). 

There will always be a consciousness. Per- 
fect obedience brings perfect dominion and 
peace. Disobedience and a divided heart re- 
sults in a divided consciousness, the greater 
part being in rebellion against or secession 
from the Spiritual. 


LESSON 1l.—Deeember !3. 

CAUTION AGAINST INTEMPERANCE.—Prov.: 23: 15-25. 

15. My son, if thine heart be wise, my heart shall 
rejoice, even mine. 

16. Yea, my reins shall rejoice, when thy lips 
speak right things. 

17. Let not thine heart envy sinners; but be thou 
in the fear of the Lord all the day long. 

18. For surely there is an end; and thine expecta- 
tion shall not be cut off. 
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19. Hear thou, my son, and be wise, and guide 
thine heart in the way. 

20. Be not among winebibbers; among riotous 
eaters of flesh: 

21. For the drunkard and the glutton shall come 
to poverty: and drowsiness shall clothe a man 
with rags. 

22. Hearken unto thy father that begat thee, 
and despise not thy mother when she is old. 

23. Buy the truth, and sell it not; also wisdom, 
and instruction, and understanding. 

24. The father of the righteous shall greatly 
rejoice: and he that begetteth a wise child shall have 
joy of him. 

25. Thy father and thy mother shall be glad, and 
she that bare thee shall rejoice. 

GOLDEN TEXT.—For the drunkard and the 
glutton shall come to poverty.—Prov. 23:21. 


Jesus of Nazareth taught that God is Spirit, 
and that man is a‘son of God; and thus it fol- 
lows as a logical deduction that man is Spirit, 
of the same Divine substance as his father, 
capable of manifestating in his own body and 


mentality the high characteristics of his father, 
thus demonstrating that he is Divine—“God 
manifest in the flesh.” “All that the father 
hath” he can claim as his own by reason of his 
sonship, and prove it by bringing these Divine 
qualities into manifestation. 

15. If, then, God is Wisdom the son should 
manifest that quality or characteristic of his 
father—he should “be wise.” And the joy-and 
satisfaction experienced in the demonstration 
of wisdom will find a responsive approval at the 
Divine centre of consciousness, symbolized by 
the “heart.” 

16. While the “heart” is the seat of the con- 
sciousness, the “reins”—the “abdominal brain” 
or solar plexes of nerves, situated in the region 
of the navel, is the seat of the emotions. There- 
fore by speaking words of Truth and Wisdom 
from an understanding heart, you awaken the 
emotion of joy and satisfaction, which starts a 
thrill or vibration of delight from this navel 
centre, extending through the entire body, 
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bringing the harmony of health to every organ. 

17. Very naturally, then, it is not the part of 
Wisdom to “envy sinners,” because the emotion 
thus awakened, would, from the same life cen- 
tre, by the same law, start a vibration of dis- 
cord, sending depression, disease and death to 
every organ. To have perpetual health Wis- 
dom requires us to be in the love (“fear”) of 
God continually. 

18. “For surely there is a reward” for wise 
thinking—an absolute certainty that unvary- 
ing law will bring into manifestation harmony 
and health as the legitimate fruit of wise and 
rghteous thinking. 

19. Therefore Wisdom requires this external 
man to listen to the gentle voice of Intuition, 
which will “guide thy heart in the way” of True 
Wisdom. 

20. It is not the part of Wisdom to cater to 
the gratification of any sensual appetite; be- 


cause he who lives in the sensual is not living 
the true life of Spiritual Wisdom. “Wéinebib- 
bers and flesh eaters” are bondsons of the “bond 
woman” and not free sons of the “child of prom- 


” 


ise. 

21. “They shall” both “come to poverty”— 
poverty of conscious Spiritual Good. Intem- 
perance and gluttony overload the arteries and 
lymphatics with cumbersome, clogging impuri- 
ties, beclouding and darkening the finer sensi- 
bilities and spiritual perceptions, producing 
an utter destitution of the good of Wisdom 
(“shall clothe a man with rags”), “our righteous- 
ness is filthy rags.” 

sut temperance in all things, and abstemin- 
ous habits purify the blood and the lymphatics, 
thus increasing the capacity for purest emo- 
tions and clear spiritual thought bringing to 
the consciousness wealth of spiritual Wisdom 
in realization. 

22. Wherefore, “hearken to thy father and thy 
mother,” the Divine voice of Wisdom and Love; 
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for these are “thy father and thy mother” ma- 
ture (“old”) in understanding. 

23. Learn a lesson in Wisdom by every ex- 
perience in life—‘buy the Truth,” “for the mer- 
chandise thereof is better than the merchandise 
of silver and the gain thereof than fine gold.” 
Pr. 3:14. 

24-25. The teaching of these verses is—if 
you have been instructed in Wisdom and Truth 
by the Inner Voice of Intuition, until you are 
consciouly wise in thought and act, you will re- 
ceive the joyful approval of your Inner Con- 
sciousness—your Divine self.
